'Governor Bailey said the Nyberg 


Beer and Liquor Tax act and the Ma- 
jors Liquor Tax act of the 19^9 reg- 
ular legislative session might be in- 
validated through lawsuits if the court 
failed to reverse its ruling that his ap- 
poiul'mcnt of Mr. Gutensohn last Jan- 
nary was unconstitutional and that the 
latter's vote on the refunding bill's 
emergency clause was void.

well established no one ever question- 
ed it except political opponents," Gov- 
ernor Bailey said.

in which any court had ever denied 
the right of the General Assembly to 
be the sole judge of the eligibility and 
qualifications of its own members. 
There has never been another case 
where the court shave presumed to 
pass on the qualifications of a mem- 
ber of the legislature."

The an- 
nouncement, for reasons unexplained, 
was made in English—a language 
which most of Slovakia's 2,600,000 in- 
habitants do not understand.

reservists numbering 300,000 under 
German command.

lated through the capital all day, seem- 
ed verified Friday night. They were: 
1. A German military governor will 


assume control in Bratislava, the 
capital. 


2. Expanded operations by German 


troops in Slovak territory, near the 
Polish border. 


3. Gen. Ferdinand Csatlos, Slovakia's 


minister of war, has threatened to 
resign as a protest against domina- 
tion of Slovak armed forces. 


4. The Slovak National Council has 


virtually surrendered its authority 
over internal affairs to German 
leaders, who only last March guar- 
anteed Slovakia's independence for 
26 years. 
Slovakia's frontier extends for 200 


miles along the southern border of 
Poland, giving German troops a chance 
at a wide-swinging flank attack on 
Polish industrial centers in south cen- 
tral Poland should war come. The 
area of Slovakia is about 14,000 square 
niles since it became an independent 
republic on the eve of Czecho-Slova- 
da's breakup.

The general mobilization that is taking place in Europe today is another 


evidence of how the world has changed since 1914. 


In those primitive days, general mobilizition was everywhere considerec 


the next thing to war itself. It was only after the Russians inobili?.ed tha 
war "became inevitable. 
Germany then insisted btat it must mobilize to 


protect ;itself, and the others followed. Everybody conceded that once the 
great armies had actually been set in motion it was too late to avert war. 


Today, or someitme before the end of the month. Europe will have eight 


million men standing to arms. They call it maneuvers, but it is nothing 
less than general mobilization. 


Yet war is by no means certain. It may happen, and there are private 


tips circulating to the effect that the end of August will also see the be- 
ginning of the end of civilization, that is. war. 


But it is by no means certain. We are in the midst of a period of "white 


war," a new.technique whereby nations try to wear down the nerves of one 
another by constant and continuing threat of war. These tactics are especially 
effective in these days when war, the very day it begins, will show its ugly 
face at every mar.'s front door. 


Nobody wants war—that is. the German people don't want it, the French 


people don't want it. the British, Polish, Italian and Russian peoples don't 
want it. But the aim of the leaders apparently is to make tlie threat so ever- 
present, so menacingly close, as to wear down the nerves and endurance of 
the opposing side so that it will at last yield without a fight. 


It worked a year ago. Today it is by no means certain. The Poles have 


shown no sign of nerves as yet. The "Allies' are far better prepared than a 
year ago. Their nerves, too. are less shaken. Europe is far less impressed 
by the mobilizing of 2,5000,000 Germans today than it was when a thin trickle 
of troops passed over to occupy the Rhineland a few years ago. 


More and more clearly the game is revealed as a naked show of power 


for the most grossly material ends. Nobody even talks of "right" and 
"wrong" in Europe any more. It is simply, "I am strongest! You must yield!" 
"No, I 3m strongest! 1 will not yield an inch. 


Should all this reckless and child-like playing with fire result in a 


spreading conflagration this autumn, the United States will have need of 
every bit of coolness and sanity it can muster. It is not too early to begin 
now to ask, "Must we take a hand in a game whose rules we did not make, 
whose cards we did not deal, and in which we cannot possibly win?"

But those gadgets did their work.
